Congressman Paul C. Jones was 
back in his office in K ennett M on­ 
day after a month’s trip to South 
America as a member of a House 
Agriculture 
Committee 
subcom­ 
mittee on foreign agricultural op­ 
erations. 
After traveling between 15,000 
and 20,000 miles and visiting nine 
of the ten South American repub- 
Icis where he had an opportunity 
to observe farming methods d ur­ 
ing their “spring” season, and to 
talk with officials and business 
men in all of the countries visit­ 
ed, Congressman Jones said that 
he was thoroughly convinced that 
the mission of this 
particular 
“junket” had been accomplished, 
and that the official report to be 
filed by this committee will prove 
great value to Congress in con­ 
sidering legislation affecting not 
only the disposal of surplus agri­ 
cultural commodities, but in oth­ 
er foreign trade with our neigh­ 
bors and friends to the South. 
Commenting upon the purposes 
of this trip, Jones stated that, in 
his opinion, there were three rea­ 
sons for the committee going to 
South America: First, to observe 
the work of our agricultural at­ 
taches, whose job, among other 
things, is to act as salesmen for 
our agricultural products includ­ 
ing those in surplus; second, to 
determine first hand if the law 
providing for the sale of surplus 
commodities for local currencies 
is being carried out; and finally , 
to analy ze the potentiality of South 
America both as a consumer of 
our products as well as a world 
supplier of both competitive and 
non-comoetitive products. 
Restricts Activ ities 
For some y ears certain m em ­ 
bers of Congress have been of 
the opinion fifal toe D epartm ent 
of State not only has not been co­ 
operating in pushing the sale of 
U. 
S. 
agricultural 
products 
in 
other countries, but in some in­ 
stances at least has actually been 
discouraging such sales and has 
acted to restrict the activities of 
our agricultural attaches w ho 
u p 
until several months ago operated 
under the Department of State. 
It was because of this belief that 
Congress, about a y ear ago, took 
the agricultural officers out from 
under the jurisdiction of the State j 
Department and placed them un- ! 
der the Secretary of Agriculture. | 
Congressman 
Jones 
said 
that j 
after this trip he is not satisfied . 
that the agricultural attaches arc , 
y et operating as free agents and i 
that because o f certain condition 
they are still under the influence 
o f, if not under the actual dom in­ 
ation of the State Department. 
Relative to the operation of P ub ­ 
lic L aw 480 under which the Se­ 
cretary of Agriculture is author­ 
ized to sell surplus agricultura1 
commodities for local currency in 
foreign 
countries. 
Congressman 
Jones reports that while contracts 
have been negotiated for the sale 
of more than S72 mi1!ion worth of 
these commodities, large quanti­ 
ties of which have already been 
delivered, he believes that other 
sales will he initiated partially as 
a result of his committee’s visit 
to South America. 
The Congressman bases this be­ 
lief upon the fact that in some 
countries there appears to be a

Missouri Hichwav Maintenance Expected to Cost 
20 MilMon in 1956, a New High for Such Work; 
Snow and Ice Removal Cost Estimated a Million 


Maintenance costs on Missou­ 
ri's state highway s are expected 
to total $20,000,000 during 19 56, a 
new high for such operations. A 
budget for that amount, to cover 
costs of maintaining 28,036 miles 
of roads, also a record high total, 
was approved by the commission 
at its December meeting. 
The 
budget amount was recom m end­ 
ed by Rex M. Whitton, chief en­ 
gineer, and Dean Wilson, engin­ 
eer of maintenance. 
Increased road mileage under 
state maintenance, brought about 
by progress of the 10-y ear high­ 
way modernization and expansion 
program, is the principal cause of 
increased maintenance costs. The 
28,036 miles to be maintained d ur­ 
ing 19 56 represents an increase 
of 2,044 miles over that for 19 55, 
and a gain of more than 8,000 
miles over the total mileage un­ 
der 
maintenance 
July 
1, 
19 52, 
formal beginning date of the 10- 
y ear highway program period. 
The commission has approved a 
total of $19 ,285,000 for m ainten­ 
a nc e work during 19 55. However, 
the original maintenance budget 
fixed last December was for only 
$18.U0U.0UU. Unusually heavy snow 
lemuvul and ice control costs e a r­ 
ly this y eai made it necessary to 
add $300,000 for that work. Anoth­ 
er $120.000 was added to finance 
maintenance costs on 
takeover 


roads. Then, in November, $865,- 
000 was set up for necessary pre- 
liminary work on the 2,9 00 miles 
of roads to be given oil surface 
treatment next y ear. 
Routine maintenance and m at­ 
erial replacements, including su­ 
pervision, are expected to take 
$17,59 2,168 of the 19 56 budget ao- 
portionment. This compares with 
$16,500,000 set up for such work 
in the 19 54 budget and with $14,- 
534,29 6 for the same work in 19 - 
53. The estimated need for this 
work is computed by multiply ing 
the mileage of the various ty pes 
of roads by the estimated cost 
per mile of maintaining them. 
The mileage cost estimate was 
based on actual 19 54 cost figures 
modified to meet anticipated con­ 
ditions in 19 56. Those costs, ap­ 
proximately the same as the av­ 
erage used in 
computing 
this

That “deep breathing” technique 
Is an excellent aid in EVERY case 
of sudden heart attack, regardless 
of its type. And there are three 
classical types, as outlined below, 
First, there are anginal attacks, 
such as Claude reported yesterday, 
in which th*1 coronary arteries are 
reduced in size because of «-pasms 
of the muscles surrounding them. 
The two coronary arterit 
are not 
very large, anyway, yet they are 
the sole blood supply of the heart. 
Anything which reduces their di- 
ametei 
immediately hampers the 
heart and rrav cause severe pain 
k {rom the oxygen hunger that re­ 
sults in the muscle fibers of the 
heart wall. 
We give drugs, lik*> nitroglycerine 
tablets, which help dilate these cor 
onary arteries and thu< incicasi 
the blood flow to the heart muscles. 
A second type of heart attack 
is a used by thickening of the walls 
of the coronary arteries, as from 
tobacco or other toxins. 
This may lead to complete block 
ing of a tiny blood vessel in the 
heart wall. We call this a coron­ 
ary thrombosis. 
The same symptoms can occur 
from a tiny floating 
blood 
clot 
which gets stuck in a small vessel 
and 
like a cork, suddenly plugs 
it. But this floating clot is called 
an embolus. 


Help Your Heart 
If a vessel is suddenly blocked 
by a clot, your heart rate is dis­ 
rupted and erratic. You may feel 
as if you are choking from lack 
of oxygen. 
If you are conscious, then im­ 
mediately force yourself to breath 
deeply and rapidly to increase the 
oxygen supply to your blood and 
thence to the heart muscle fibers 
We medics give you a sedative 
and later administer oxygen from 
a bottle or in an oxygen tent, but 
your deep breathing may save you 
life no the very scene of the at­ 
tack. 
If you remain conscious, then 
feel reassurtd, for a severe attack 
knocks you out. If you are aware 
of your surroundings and can thus 
force yourself to breathe deeply, 
the odds are in your favor, so 
dont get panicky. 
Simply lip flat, iolax, breathe 
deeply, and let God Carry on! 
If you are unconscious, you will 
not know what happens, nayway, 
so why worry about it in advance 
Even if you are unconscious, you 
may pull through with your mod­ 
ern medical aids and oxygen, but 
the odds are not as good as before.

The clay 
that underlies the soil resulted 
from the slow disintegration of 
feldspar and granite. Then it was 
slowly transported to the county 
either in the form of residue from 
the glaciers or as windblown loess 
In either case, it took millions of 
years to get here. 
All told the county averaged 
about 12 inches of productive top 
soil when the first settlers got here. 
And how much of that priceless 
layer has been wasted away in 
just the short span, slightly over 
100 years, the county has been 
farmed? 
Jim Barnes of the Conservation 
office here estimates that on hilly 
slopes a good seven inches, better 
than half the top soil has been 
lost. 
Were the hilly slopes to be 
farmed for the next 100 years ex­ 
actly as they were for the last 100 
years, they would be barren and 
non-productive. Those parts of the 
county would take on the appear­ 
ance of a desert waste, supporting 
only scrub timber and coarse gras­ 
ses and little of that.

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PRICE RISES FOLLOW WARS 
Some people believe that prices continually rise but history proves 
that this is not the case. An examination of the record by the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufacturers discloses that price rises occur 
during and immediately following wars. Between wars there is no 
tendency for prices to rise continuously. In the past century prices 
have increased fourfold. Since 1820 price rises have occurred during 
four brief periods; all of them overlapping our major wars. 
Since 1952 there has been substantial stability of prices and the 
record demonstrates that there is no historical tendency for prices to 
rise continuously. The NAM points out that “if we can avoid the fis­ 
cal and monetary mistakes which were made during our past wars— 
and if we can avoid making any new policy mistakes—there is no 
need to accept future inflation as inevitable.” 


Everybody knows that prices are 
much higher than they used to 
be. Our fathers might have said 
th.e same thing, with equal accura­ 
cy, thirty years ago. The prices of 
things consumers buy have 
in­ 
creased 
approximately 
fourfold 
during the past century. 
Yet it would be a mistake to 
conclude, as many do, that there 
is a natural and continuous ten­ 
dency for prices to rise and that 
it is “contrary to nature.” to hope 
for stable falling prices in the fu­ 
ture. Actually, all of the increase 
in the price level since 1820 can 
be accounted for by rises which oc­ 
curred during four brief periods 
overlapping our major wars: 1861 
to 1865; 1915 to 1920; 1940 to 1948; 
and 1950 to 1952. These periods rep­ 
resent, in total, only 19 out of the 
134 years between 1820 and 1954. 
During the remaining 115 years, 
price trends were either steady, or 
declining, or recovering gradually 
from a previous decline. 
The Civil War was preceded by 
a forty year period when there 
was no pronounced trend, either 
upward or downward, in the gen­ 
eral price level. There was some 
fluctuation—connected with 
spec­ 
ulative episodes and their after­ 
math—but in 1860 the price level 
was approximately where R had 
been in 1920. 
The Civil War was followed by 
thirty years during which prices 
gradually declined from the peak 


reached at its close. 
The 
low 
point was reached in 1895. There­ 
after prices began to rise, and by 
1915 they had recovered to their 
1865 level. Here is an example of 
a half-century, 1865 to 1915, with 
no net change either way in the 
general level of prices. 


During World War I and the 
period of shortages immediately 
following it, the price level doub­ 
led. An abrupt drop occurred be­ 
tween 1920 and 1922, but there­ 
after prices remained relatively 
stable during the rem ainder of 
the 1920’s. A further substantial 
decline occurred during the de­ 
pression, followed by some recov­ 
ery. The net change in the price 
level, between 1920 and 1940, was 
a decline of 30 percent. 
During World War II the per­ 
iod of rising prices again extend­ 
ed into the period of post - war 
shortages. By 1948 it appeared 
that prices had reached a stable 
plateau, about 70 percent higher 
than the prewar level. But this 
lasted only until 1950, when the 
beginning of the Korean W ar push 
M prices up another 10 percent. 
Since 1952 there has been substan 
tial stability in prices. 
The record demonstrates that 
there is no historical tendency for 
prices to rise continuously. If we

Certain appeals, based on half-truths, are being made 
to Sikeston voters in u r g in g them to support the $110,- 
000 bond issue on the 15th day of this month.

PRICE RISES FOLLOW WARS 
Some people believe that prices continually rise but history proves 
that this is not the case. An examination of the record by the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufacturers discloses that price rises occur 
during: and immediately following wars. Between wars there is no 
tendency for prices to rise continuously. In the past century prices 
have increased fourfold. Since 1820 price rises have occurred during 
four brief periods; all of them overlapping our major wars. 
Since 1952 there has been substantial stability of prices and the 
record demonstrates that there is no historical tendency for prices to 
rise continuously. The NAM points out that “if we can avoid the fis­ 
cal and monetary mistakes which were made during our past wars— 
and if we can avoid making any new' policy mistakes—there is no 
need to accept future inflation as inevitable.” 


Everybody knows that prices are 
much higher than they used to 
be. Our fathers might have said 
thp same thing, with equal accura­ 
cy, thirty years ago. The prices of 
things consumers buy have 
in­ 
creased 
approximately 
fourfold 
during the past century. 
Yet it would be a mistake to 
conclude, as many do. that there 
is a natural and continuous ten­ 
dency for prices to rise and that 
it is ‘‘contrary to nature.” to hope 
for stable falling prices in the fu­ 
ture. Actually, all of the increase 
in the price level since 1820 can 
be accounted for by rises which oc­ 
curred during four brief periods 
overlapping our major wars: 1861 
to 1865; 1915 to 1920; 1940 to 1948; 
and 1950 to 1952. These periods rep­ 
resent, in total, only 19 out of the 
134 years between 1820 and 1954. 
During the remaining 115 years, 
price trends were either steady, or 
declining, or recovering gradually 
from a previous decline. 
The Civil War was preceded by 
a forty year period when there 
was no pronounced trend, either 
upward or downward, in the gen­ 
eral price level. There was some 
fluctuation—connected with 
spec­ 
ulative episodes and their after- 
math—but in 1860 the price level 
was approximately where it had 
been in 1920. 
The Civil War was followed by 
thirty years during which prices 
gradually declined from the peak 


reached at its close. 
The 
low 
point was reached in 1895. There­ 
after prices began to rise, and by 
1915 they had recovered to their 
1865 level. Here is an example of 
a half-century, 1865 to 1915, with 
no net change either way in the 
general level of prices. 


During World War I and the 
period of shortages immediately 
following it, the price level doub­ 
led. An abrupt drop occurred be­ 
tween 1920 and 1922, but there­ 
after prices remained relatively 
stable during the remainder of 
the 1920’s. A further substantial 
decline occurred during the de­ 
pression, followed by some recov­ 
ery. The net change in the price 
level, between 1920 and 1940, was 
a decline of 30 percent. 
During World War II the per­ 
iod of rising prices again extend­ 
ed into the period of post - w ar 
shortages. 
By 
1948 it appeared 
that prices had reached a stable 
plateau, about 70 percent, higher 
than the prewar level. But this 
lasted only until 1950, when the 
beginning of the Korean War push 
prices up another 10 percent. 
Since 1952 there has been substan 
tial stability in prices. 
The record demonstrates that 
there is no historical tendency for 
prices to rise continuously. If we 
can avoid the fiscal and monetary 
mistakes which were made during 
our past wars—and if we can a- 
void making any new policy mis­ 


takes—there is no need to accept 
future inflation as inevitable.

Internal Revenue Has 
New 'Self Help' Plan 


Ernest M. Flinn, district director 
of Internal Revenue, St. Louis, to­ 
day announced that a “ self help” 
plan of preparing income tax re­ 
turns for taxpayers for the year 
1955 will begin January 1st. 
The plan was used successfully 
in several states last year and is 
being adopted nationally. 
It calls 
for the furnishing of guidance and 
information only, to help the tax­ 
payer to prepare his own return, 
rather than an item by item prepa­ 
ration of returns by Internal Rcve 
nue employees. 
The plan is being adopted in the 
interest of economy. 
Under this 
plan the St. Louis office will be 
open for assistance on Mondays an 
Tuesdays only, each week begin­ 
ning on January 3. 1956. 
At our 
other fX)st< of duty, assistance will 
be available only on Friday of each 
week. 
On these days personnel of 
this office will be available to an­ 
swer questinos of 
the 
taxpayer. 
Generally, it is expected that it 
will not be necessary for taxpayers 
to come to the Internal Revenue 
officers for assistance, and they 
will be able to prepare their return 
with the aid of the instruction pam 
phlet which they will be furnished.
